ea,” tat full consideration which is due 
to the great importance of the subject, 
and diciated by the respect which I feel 
for the two Houses of Gongress, I am 
constrained by a deep and solemn con- 
viction, that the bill ought not to become 
& law, io return it to the Senate, in which 
it originated, with my objections te the 
Sain. 

Waving the question of the Constituti- 
onal authority of the Legislature to esta- | 
biis: an incorporated bank, as being prce 
cluded, in my judyment, by repeated re- 
cofuitions, under varied cireünistance Sy 
of the validity, of such an institution, in 
acts of the leyislztive, executive, and ju- 
pect branches of the; government, ace 

ompanied bys indications; in differen 
anion of a concurrence of the gencral 
will of the nation; the proposed bauk 
docs not appear to be calculated to an- 
swer the purpose of reviving the public 
crédit, of providing a national medium of 


‘circulation; and of aiding the Treasury by 


facilitaiingz the indispensáble indications 
pf the Revenue, and Ly affording to` the 
gue morc durable i020. 

- The capiai of the bank is to be com- 
piitaden of specia, of public stock. and 
et Lreasury Noes convertible into stock, 
with a certain proporuom of cach of 
which every subscriber is to furnish him- 
self. 

The amount ‘of the stock to be sub- 
ecribed will not, it is believed, be sutli- 
aichi to produce, in favour of the public 
credit, any considerable or lasting eleva- 
tion ofthe market price, whilst this may 
be ockasionally depressed by the bank 
itself, if it should carry into the market 
the allowed proporion of its capital cone 
sisting of' public stock, in order to proś 
oure specie, whic h it may find its account 
jn procuring, with some sacrifice on that 
part of its capital. 

Nor will any adequate advantage arise 
to the public credit from the subscription 
ef Treasury Notes. The actual issué 
of these notes nearly equals, at present, |y 

and will soon exceed the amount to be |! 
dibvscribed to the bank.” The direct et- 
fect of this operation is simply to con- 
vert fifteen milltons of Treasury Notes 
into fifteen millions of six per cent, stock, 
wuh the colluteral effect of promoting 
an additional demand for Treasury Notes, 
beyond what might otherwise be nego- 
diabie.
